'Paradise park" Is a triangle cut off from 


the point made by Worth and Park stroeta, 
about one-sixth of an acre, paved with broad 
flagging, in the center a rude stand and 
along one side a very rude and somewhat 
grea&y beech, where, on warm afternoons, 
one may &ee the most abject beggars and 
abandoned drunkards in the city. On Sun- 
flay afternoons religious services are held 
there; on other days ragged children play 
on the flagging and tho victims of poverty 
and intemperance lounge on the bench, 


Kitting ttieru for an hour on this Italian 


holiday, I saw specimens of all the lower 
classes fr^m Southern Europe. 
First 
a 


swarthy and shriveled old Italian woman, 
barefooted, bearing on her head an immense 
bundle of old papers gathered from the streets. 
Then a couple of rag pickers, man and wife 
apparently, who chatter in a peculiar dialect 
which sounds to my ear like that of the Digger 
Indians of Nevada, but is said to bo a gibber- 
ish or slan^ peculiar to the black districts of 
Naples. 
Like all the poorer Italians they 


have an aversion to seta p. Next I am ap- 
pealed to by a wretched remnant of a man in 
the last Htige.s of alcoholism, ami then comes 
a decided n-lief, 
A clean and intelligent 


young man, with fair complexion and toler- 
ably well dieted, takes a seat by me, and 
after tht-commonplace greetings of strangers, 
I find that be is a Fiedmonter—an Italian 
from the northern border of the kingdom. I 
find that lie regards these dark and unsightly 
Neapolitans a.s his countrymen about as I 
ivgurd tiie S'.mtb Carolina "crackers" as 
mint-. 
U'e are all "Americans," so are they 


all "Italians''--with a difference. 
He is a 


banker's clerk, a.s tht-re are several Italian 
Ixinkrf in th-j city. 


In r-nrnpauy with this man I walk down to 


tiie next street, Mulberry, which is simply a 
street of .Naples reproduced in Xew York. 
I'c.n cannot di-acribe the peculiar life of this 
quarter: tho st roe t crowded with dork peo- 
ple talking and gesticulating; tho saloons full 
of lau^liinjr, singing and dancing men, whosy 
hats bear tbe liadifu-s of tho various societies 
which huve. paraded in honor of tho day; all 
tho sidewalks thronged by brown women, 
and everywhere among them tho scantily 
dad children, who tumble about in the dirt 
without thought of modesty's requirements. 
But there is no fighting, and only tho mildest 
of intoxication. Beer and sour wino are the 
common drinks. It is rare, indeed, to hear 
an Italian call i'or ardent spirits, and when 
one dues I observe that he taki-s a very small 
glass uf liquor as clear as water, retailed at 
5 cents a drink. The Italians rarely fight 
with their fi.sts. Their women are notably 
virtuous. How it is En their own country I 
cannot say, but the police report that they 
find nu abandoned women of that race in 
this city. 


Un« block farther east brings us to Mott 


Btrwt, tho greatest Chinese center in Amer- 
ica outside of California. 
Indeed I know of 


no street in San Francisco where the race is 
more closely crowded than in this. Here are 
the Chinese gambling rooms and opium dens, 
which last are said to be patronized by not a 
few Americans, 
In theory of law they are 


watched over by the police, but in fact the 
Chines;) aro very rarely interfered with in 
any w:iy whatever. Nur is it, from tho po- 
lice standpoint, necessary to interfere %vith 
them, Tlxir intoxication 
is of tho kind 


which makes a man lit; down and feel good, 
not jc<> "Ut find light; mid ad long us men only 
kill thfmselves, law can seldom interfere. 
Due strong point in California's indictment 
against the Chinese is that they do not bring 
their rfspfcia.blo women with them. TVell, in 
Mott ntreet they have none of any kind. Pet1- 
imps thfTo arc u few in the dark recesses of 
their curiously partitioned residences, but no 
American visitor to the street sees any. 
It 


is emphatically a miisculino colony. 


At thy junctions of Worth with Mott and 


Mulberry, und along it between tho two 
streets, the two races have mixed; and in all 
that neighborhood Is an occasional Asiatic of 
soaie other race. Hero and there, too, a negro 
has located and more rarely a European 
from sumn nf those "unroocgnizabJo" tribes 
fast of Germany. 
And thosn mixtures have 


already p •uducfd "results." 
Among the 


ehildrp' on*-cften sees a typo which cannot 
be (is-signed to any race witU which we are 
familiar. 
If the hair is straight—it is always 


of 11 coarse black—wo- know that there ia no 
African blood. It there is but the slightest 
tract? of an ulinoinl eye, wo suspect a Chinese 
infusion, but if the n^so Is very prominent, 
no possible "China11 iu tho eye can mako us 
doubt that the mother is Italian, Polish, Ser- 
vian or i;»hemian. And as most of theso 
people iippfiir in be here to stay, the question 
naturally rises to tin* miml; how long before, 
all this foreign mass will ftizo into a com- 
mon Americanism find what sort of Ameri- 
can will it. bf? 
\Vo may bo reasonably suro 


• thattlie attnl:<»n of a free society will fast 
wenr out these M^W radical raco distinctions, 
and lhat thousands of these "brown children 
will be valuable American citizens thirty 
vears from now. 


In a ivgum but little over a mile square 


live 17.~i.ijoU people, "too thick to thrive," our 
fanner friends would say. 
And they do not 


thrive. 
In hot v.v:aher tho ratf of mortality
